labor, tbe little lifty-uiile railroad 
was haally built, built by Americans 
who used Cuiuese labor, and a legend 
of the Isthmus of Panama has it that 
for every tie laid iu the road bed of 
the Panama Ruilroad, a life was lost. 
Whether it be true as to the number 
of lives lost or not (it it more than 
likely 
much 
exaggerated), 
they 


worked well, as the ciwsties which 
the Americans under Aepinwall aud 
Stevens placed in the Panama Rail- 
road were so hard that each spike 
used to hold the rails to tbe ties had 
to be placed in u hole bored for that 
purpose. The woods of which

ties were made weie so bard that 
spikes could not be uriveu info it. 
The woods used were mahogany, llg- 
nuui-vltae, rose-wood and ebony, and 
many of the crossties which were or- 
iginally placed on the road-bed of the 
Panama Railroad were still in service 
when the Americans came to build 
the Panama Canal,

When the Panama 
iiallroad was 


built, 
having a 
monopoly, 
they 


charged each 
passengei twenty-five 


dollars to ride fitly miles, und if they 
did not want to ride, or could not at 
ford It, they weic allowed to walk 
ty miles over the right of way for tin- 
payment of five dollars. 


The building of the Panama Rail 


road facilitated shipping to a great 
extent, but ships still made the voy- 
age around Cape Horn and the French 
people, under Count de Lesseps, tbe 
builder of the French Canal at Suez, 
attempted to build a canal to connect 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans at the 
Isthmus of Panama. They spent three 
hundred million dollars, and thous- 
ands of Frenchmen laid down their

A Comb In the Claw.

How Gold Pens Ar* Mad*. 


Metallic Irtdlum, used so extensively 


for the points of gold pens. Is mad3 
from the powder obtained in the wet 
way from platinum ore by heating to a 
dish heat in a sand crucible and theu 
adding stick phosphorus. TKe Irldium, 
Tlitcb cannot Be melted alone, is thus 
fused Iu the form of an Iridlum phos- 
phide. To remove the phosphorus the 
phosphide Is heated with lime, and the 
indium is left in the form of a hard 
white mass. It is uow so hard that it, 
cannot be Bled or cnt and is broken up 
Into small pieces for soldering to the 
points of gold pens. These small pieces 
are ground to the right size on a copper 
disk wheel with emery or carborun- 
dum. It is said that an ounce of irid- 
ium will make from 6,000 to 10.000 
pen points. 
It has also been found 


that the iridlnm thus prepared Is prac- 
tically as hard as the ruby. No steel 
tools can make any Impression up«n it 
At one time much less expensive than 
platinum, Iridium now Is worth more 
on account of the demand for hard plat- 
inum, in which the Irldium Is the 
hardening agent—New Sort Press. 


At the Bottom of the Ocean. 


Tbe temperature at tbe bottom of

Furnltur* Cistora. 


Many furniture casters are made of 


feather, disks of the required size being 
tot out and cemented and compressed 
lo form the wheel. The wheel Is then 
put into a lathe and turned rounding 
on its face. Disks of metal are clamped 
on each side of the wheel to serve as 
bearings for the axle that runs through 
the wheel. Such casters are made for 
use on hardwood floors. Casters of 
compressed felt are also designed for 
this purpose. Among other styles of 
casters may be mentioned those of 
glass, designed to serve for purposes of 
insulation, and ball bearing casters, 
one style showing no wheel, but in- 
stead a ball which, when the furniture 
is moved, revolves on a circle of small- 
er balls within the caster fitting. Then, 
too, there are caster wheels made of 
porcelain and of rubber, of lignum 
vltae and other hard woods. Great
